The building was left a blackened 
shell by the flames. Within its crum- 
tied wells was wreckage representing 
a lces of $900,000. Of this amount 
$106,000 was the estimated value of 
the personal property of the students, 
nearly all of whom left In scanty at- 
tire. Louls K. Morse, treasurer of 
the board of trustees, sald tonight that 
the college would recover perhaps 
$600,000 of its loss insur- 


ance. 

Miss Ellen Fitz Pendleton, presi- 
dent of the institution, said: 

“Although we have not as made 
any definite plans to rebuild College 
Hall, we shall erect another structure 
in the near future.” 

On account of the fire the college 
was ordered closed unti? April 7. at 
the end of the regular Easter recess. 
Nearly 1000 of the 1309 young women 
have left for their homes tonight. 
Many who had rooms tn College Hall 
went in borrowed clothing. 

President Pendleton took occasion 
to praise “the sanity and courage 
shown by the students In leaving the 
burning building,” as “extraordinary.” 
“The obedience to the fire drill was 
a credit to the college.” she said. 
“There were no screams or cries heard 
ard this in itself showed perfect and 
marvelous control.”

Three Said to Have Met on 
Amicable Terms.

LARNOB’S STORY. 

“I met her over three years ago,” 
said.

I have 
visited him a number of times since 
I left Los Angeles with Nina. iI 
boarded at the Lindrot's house for 
four months. Mrs. Lindrot seemed 
to fall crazily in love with me and I 
learned to love her. She used to ask 
mé to run away with her. Lindrot 
seemed to think sometimes that Nina 
was insane. One night when I went 
out to visit a friend she told her hus- 
band that she was going to leave him. 
When I came home we three talked 
it over. It was agreed that Mrs. 
Lindrot should go with me. We took 
up apartments in Los Angeles. Since 
then we have traveled considerably, 
but we have been back south several 
times. On January 1 a year ago we 
were in Los Angeles, and Lindrot 
came to our apartments and took us 
to the flower carnival in Pasadena in 
his machine. I saw him only a few 
weeks ago and we had a nice long 
talk.

The racing car, driven by Davis, 
who was accompanied by C. B. Bab- 
cock, who lives at the Los Angeles 
Athletic Club, and is general manager 
of the Los Angeles General Gaslight 
Company, was going® so fast there wag 
no time to direct it through the nar- 
row opening between the -repair 
ditches. It went straight through 
guard fences, red lights and all, land- 
ing squarely against Hopt car, 
both machines being completely 
wrecked.

GIVEN IMPETUS. 


Industrial Opportunities “to 
Be Developed. 


Luncheon Brings Out Need of |’ 


Renewed Activity. 


Return Cargoes for Ships Is 
Present Incentive. 

“A fight for industrial expansion 
and the development of our manu- 
facturing opportunities is now on,” 
said Manager Kinney of the new In- 
dustrial Bureau yesterday at the Los 
Angeles Ad Club's Chamber of Com- 
merce luncheon at the Cafe Bristol. 

G. A. Brock, chairman of the In- 
Gustrial Committee of the chamber, 


was in charge of the programme, and 
had so arranged the speeches that 


the industrial-expansion idea was 


brought well to the front. 

John M. Willys, president of the 
Willys-Overland Automobile Com- 
pany of Toledo, was a special guest 
and gave a short talk on advertising, 


in which he stated that industries are 
the adv mt a city can 
have. 
“Don't advertise unless you have 
the goods to back it up, but Los An- 
geles has,” he said. 

Willys also urged that the Indus- 
trial Bureau carefully consider’ the 
idea of ready-made buildings for 
factories, a plan which has been 
tried In many cities with success. He 
pointed out that small but desirable 
industries are often kept away from 
a city by the fact that a change of 
location would necessitate the deple- 
tien of their capital in the purchase 
of a new site and the erection o 
buildings. Concluding, the autemo- 
bile manufacturer expressed the hope 
that some day his company can lIo- 
cate a branch here. 

Fred Sliecum of this city followed 
Willys with ga talk on the Williams- 
port plan of offering financia) assist~- 
ance to néw industries. In case a 
concern wishes to locate in Williams- 
port and is found worthy, but in need 
of financial assistance, the commer- 
cial body of that city arranges for 
credit with the banks and goes on 
the concern’s notes.

The English government has an 
.apiary and lecture-room in London at 
the Zoological Gardens, Regent Park. 
The British Bee Keepers’ Association 
has its library and reading-room and 
Offices in the Strand, where all busi- 
ness is transacted, and where country 
visitors are entertained and informa- 
tion given to all who are interested 
in apiculture. Bee lectures are fre- 
quently oe in various parks in Lon- 
don, and of late the cinematographs 
have been considerably used to 
spread a knowledge of bees and 
honey. Recently 2000 ehildren from 
twent? London elementary schools 
came with their teachers in batches 
of about fifty and had half-hour les- 
sons on the bee. The observatory 
hives shown proved intensely interest- 
ing. Seeing the queen was a delight, 
and observing the bees’ tongues sip- 
ping up honey was much enjoyed, and 
hearing of that marvelous weapon, the 
sting, proved very fascinating to the 
- children and teachers. The Tele- 
graph and Daily Mail, two of Lon- 
don'’s leading dailies, have devoted 
large space to bees and bee keeping. 
They have even kept hives on the 
roofs of their offices so as to report on 
experiments being tried. 

As California is the leading bee and 
honey country of the world, and as 
Los Angeles is the natural center of 
the honey business and should be the 
center for the most advanced infor- 
mation with regard to apiculture, let 
us have in Los Angeles, in Griffith 
Park, one of the best and most up-to- 
Gate models of an apiary in the 
world, one we can be proud of, and 
one that will teach our school chil- 
dren to take care of and make money 
out of the care of bees, and how to 
use honey in the place of sugar in 
cooking. An aplary of this kind, to 
gether with a smal! library on api- 
culture, could be made of great use 
and value to the bee men of Califor- 
nia, as here many experiment’ could 
be made for the good of ali, and at 
the same time it would attract thou- 
gands of visitors and would pay a 
profit to the city if properly handled.

LATE LULL IN WIND GIVES © 
FIRE FIGHTERS COURAGE. 


{LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 


NTARIO, March 17.—With the 

sudden springing up of a high 

desert wind of such terrific ve- 
locity as to cause men fighting the 
flames to throw themselves on their 
faces to keep from being blown from 
the high ridges, the mountain fire 
situation to the north of this city, 
which this morning was reported well 
in hand, again assumed serious pro- 
portions this afternoon. 

None of the men assembled last 
night to fight the fire are being al- 
lowed to leave the canyon and in re- 
sponse to calls, 100 additional men 
were rushed to the scene of the fire 


from this city and Upland this after- 
noon. Mothers of High School boys 
sent to fight the fire yesterday are 
anxious for their safety and inas- 
much as the telephone lines to the 
higher points in the canyon have 
been burned out, they are unable to 
communicate with them. 


Many of the men fighting the 
flames are miles from any water sup- 
ply and a shortage of canteens to- 
gether with the intense heat of the 
raging forest is said to have caused 
great suffering among the fighters. 
This afternoon additional supplies of 
canteens were ‘rushed te the scene 
and the hardware stores of this and 
near-by cities have been practically 
depleted of their supply of shovels, 
being the principal tools used in the 
fight. Food supplies are also being 
sent to the fighters and local bakeries 
have been practically cleaned out. 

The fire is given. partial credit for 
the excessive temperature here today, 
the thermometer halving registered 
93 degs. this afternoon. 

A lull in the wind occurred  to- 
night and at 8 o'clock the fire was 
again reported under control.

LEACHED SKULL 
GRIM EVIDENCE. 


RANCHMAN’S FATE HINGES ON 
MISSING TOOTH, 


Chino Beet Grower Held to An- 
swer to Superior Court on Charge 
of Murdering Man Who Disap- 
peared Seven Years Ago—On 
Identification of Bones Hangs Case. 


Joseph N. Smith, a; Chino beet 
grower, was yesterday held to answer 
to the Superior Court by Justice Sum- 
merfield on a charge of having mur- 
dered George W. Nash, a Calabasas 


rancher, who mysteriously disappeared 
seven years ago. Attorney W. H. An- 


for a writ of habeas corpus, and it 
was made returnable before Judge 
McCormick Tuesday morning. 

Counsel for Smith attacked the au- 
thenticity of the skeleton found in 
the canyon, which was declared by 
Daly Nash to be that of his brother. 

On the identification of the bleached 
skull, the under jaw and certain 
bones in the trunk depends Smith's 
fate to a great degree. 

George Laubersheimer, called 
by the prosecution, testified that he 
could not say positively whether the 
skeleton was that of a man or wom- 
an. He testified that in his opinion 
a missing tooth in the left lower jaw 
fell out after death. Several wit- 
nesses for the State said they identi- 
fied the jaw as that of Nash because 
of the missing tooth. 

Dr. Laubersheimer couldn't state 
exactivy how long the skull and bones 
had remained buried in the river bed. 
Attorney Anderson, tn his argument, 
deciared that the skull and bones “are 
probably all that remains of some 
kind-hearted Indian who roamed this 
fair region half a century ago.” He 
then asked Justice Summerfield to 
examine the receding forehead of the 
grewsome exhibit. “It will be a 
iraveety on Sustice to hold this man 
to a higher court,” he said. 

Deputy District Attorney Graham 
admitted the evidence so far un- 
earthed by the State is purely circum- 
stantial, but thoucht it best to bind 
Smith over and thresh out the case 
from beginning to end. 

“I am glad he he'd me,” said Smith 
on his way to the County Jail. “I 
will now have a chance to clear my- 
self from this charge, which has been 
hanging over me for seven years.”
